Students Hold

On Religion 

(From "Vesterday's Daily) 
Saskatoon, Sask. — (CUP) — Dis-, 
cussion of religious topics reached 
a new peak this Week on' the cam- 
pus of the University of Saskatche- 
wan, where, aided by two distingr 
ulshed lecturers from McGill Uni- 
versity, Rev. Gerald Cragg and Dr. 
C. P. Martin, students of all denom- 
inations discussed the common pro- 
blems of religion. 

Two kinds of meetings are being 
held— mass meetings and informal 
discussions. At the first mass meet- 
ing on Tuesday, Convocation; Hall 
held A éàpacily crowd. Itev. Gerald 
Cragg, introduced by President J. 
S. Thomson of the University, out- 
lined the religious positions of the 
majority of people. He declared 
that "a belief In God answers more 
of . the questions on more of the 
issue more of the time than any 
other principle for living." 

At the mats meeting Tuesday 
night. Dr. C. P. Martin, M.A., M.B., 
Sc.D., said, "The opinion of science 
on religion Is completely irrele- 
vant. I believe that science is the 
study of physical facts and in that 
realm, alone it is supreme— science 
cannot answer religious questions." 

"Religion," he said, "is a thing of 
the mind and the mind Is beyond 
science, and therefore science's 
answer to religious problems Is of 
no value whatsoever.',

Neville, registrar and 
dean of Arts at the University , of 
Western Ontario, criticized the lo- 
cal branch of Selective Service for 
refusing permits to enter the Uni- 
versity of young men discharged 
from the R.C.A.F. prior to complet; 
ing their training courses. ■ - 

W. A. Martin, divisional registrar. 
National Selective Service > said: 
"The regulations are in the process 
of being changed. As they, stand 
we have no choice but to < call up 
these men as they arc discharged 
from the Air Force.* I think the 
present misunderstanding arose, if 
reports reaching me are corrept, 
from the fact that at some air force 
release centres, Air Force officers 
without any authority whatever, 
told these men that they would be 
free to go college upon discharge."

'The Mathematics . of Space 
Fll^t" wlU be the subject of a 
talk by Fred Hurter to the Junior 
Mathematical Club on Monday af- 
ternoon at 5 p.m. in Room 37 of the 
Engineering Building. 

Fred Hurler is the President of 
the Canadian Rocket Society, and 
his lecture will , deal with the ma- 
thematics connected with the cal- 
culating of courses of flight, speed 
and time of flight. , . 

In announcing the subject of his 
talk Hurler stated that at present 
there has been wide public interest 
in rockets and > rocket propulsion ; 
but for many years small groups 
have been seriously considering 
the various aspects of using ' roc- 
kets ■ to reach other planets. The 
largest obstacles to this has been 
to obtain suitable fuels and mate- 
rials for engines. During the war 
there have been great advances in 
this field and both the Allies and 
Germans pçssess greater knowl- 
edge than before hostilities began. 
No rocket with thé flight capabili- 
ties -of y3 could have been built 
before the war. 

The mathematics ■ of these pro- 
jects have been studied seriously 
and, are an exact science. The- dis- 
tance to be travelled, the time re- 
quired, the .paths of rockets, all 
can be calculated. 

These are the problems . to be 
dealt with by Fred Hurler. .

Lambek Outlines 
Logic, Ethics of 
Bertrand Russell 

Philosophical Society 
Meets to Discuss 
On English Writer 

"Heredity has no influence on the 
development o{ talent" is the opin- 
ion of Bertrand Russell as quoted 
by Jim Lambek at a meeting of 
the Philosophical Society held last 
night at 8:15 In the Union Grill 
room. Jim Lambek, a fourth year 
honors mathematics student, opened 
his discussion on Bertrand Russell's 
ideas in logic, metaphysics and 
ethics with an autobiograplcal out 
line. 

Bertrand Ruîsell comes from an 
old aristrocratlc English family of 
the lourlcenth century. Among his 
notable ancestors is John- Russell, 
who 'under Henry VIII rose" to a 
peerage 'and received church land 
as a token of gratitude for his ser- 
vices. Another. Infamous ancestor 
was exiled to Geneva, and still an- 
other became Lord deputy of Ire- 
land. Bertrand -RUssell, himself, is 
the^ grandson of ' John Russell, thé 
Whig statesman. who became Prime 
Minister diiring the reign of Queen 
Victoria. 

Born in 1871, his grandparents 
undertook his .education when he 
became an orphan at the 4ge .of 
three. His earlier education was un- 
der the direction of foreign tutor.- 
shlp. In 1800 he became a resident 
of Trinity College, Cambridge and 
soon after left for Paris where he 
became involved in a philosophical 
argument. He maintained that 
"A lobster is not a fish" whereas 
the French disagreed entirely. He 
married Alice Smith following this 
episode and together they went to 
Germany to study social democracy. 

During this. peHod he edited -his 
first philosophical 'liiterary effort 
"Prlncipium Mathematica" togeth- 
er with ^Vhitehcad. Occaslonaly he 
abandoned luglc for politics.

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Of Men and Men 

"Reactionary" and "progressive"— these are 
two words Unit have come into popular usage 
with tiic lOtli and 2Qtli century eniphuiis on the 
economic interpretation of life. .\nd yet, they 
express very old attitudes, and attitudes» which 
liavc not been prevalent only in economic and 
political history, but also in the records of cul- 
tures and religion. 

It seems that in every age there have been 
men who prefcrcd to stick to the old well-trod- 
den roads of the earth, who felt that it is "better 
to bear the ills we have, than fly to others that 
we know not of." These men have shied away 
froni the unusual, the new . . . the unknown. 
They have sought to interpret the present al- 
ways by tlie laws that were in force in the past, 
regardless of whether those laws were still 
applicable. They have lacked the courage to 
face each situation, in its specific context of 
time and place. But they have somehow con- 
sidered themselves the salt of the earth, making 
digestible the apparently chaotic and under-ripe 
world outside tliem. 

And what of the "progressive" men? They, 
too, have not been beyond criticism. All too 
often fanatically inspired by their zeal as ttf 
formers, they have shown themselves impatieHl 
and irritable towards the men of the older 
schools of thought. Because they believed they 
saw the light of trutii sliining clearly and un- 
mistakably, they would not admit that any 
other human being could open his eyes in search 
of it and not see the same light . . . the same 
truth. They were fervent, enthusiastic men, 
sometimes not very tolerant of any who stood 
in their way, and sometimes not altogether 
above reproach in the means they employed to 
put across their doctrines. Their appeal has been 
too often to the emotional nature of man, rather 
than to his reasoning faculty. And appropri- 
ately enough, they have usually won their main 
following from the youth of their age. 

There they arc — the hard reactionaries and 
the hot progressives. They never join to become 
one unit, and yet eacli group meets an ignomin- 
ious end. For as time passés, .the progressive 
men tend to lose their "progressive" qualities, 
and to become reactionary, while the older 
reactionaries arc -relegated to the historical 
archives. Bub at that point, a new group of 
reforraèrs appear, and the process begins once 
again. 

The reason why ardently progressive men 
can become uncrcatively stàgnant^with the pas- 
sage of time is a simpler one than would at first 
appear. For these men become attached to the 
particular doctrines which they initiated with 
so much enthusiasm, and they feel tliat to alter 
or outgrow any of them would be to betray their 
original faith. 

Is there, then, no way out of this dilemma? 
Yes, there is. And the way out lies in the 
approach of the truly wise man, of the man who 
has been genuinely educated. For such a man 
sees that to be progressive, — to be unceasingly 
creative,— is not to hold religiously to a specific 
creed, but' to have a certain attitude of mind. 
He is the man who enlarges his views as nev/ 
factors demand considération; he docs not de- 
liberately select from the facts in order to sup- 
port his opinion. He avoids blanket disapproval 
and untempcred enthusiasm, prefering as fair 
and complete an objective analysis of which he 
is capable. Hé approves and disapproves, of 
course, but his opinions are modulated by a cer- 
tain reserve, for he always màintàihs his right 
to criticise, no matter how overwhéliping justi- 
fied à certain end may seem. 

Again, this ideal type of the educated man 
does not make his main purpose that of convert' 
ing other men to his point of view. He seeks 
rather to educate them, to stimulate them to 
think individually and broadly. He has enough 
faith in his own liberalism to believe that such 
men will come to his own conclusions if they 
are really the wisest. He does not resort to pro- 
paganda or calculated censorship. 

And perhaps one of the singularly attractive 
qualities of such a man is that he seeks contintt- 
ally to integrate thé best of all the facts and 
• theories, with which he meets, into his views of 
life and thought. 
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It seems that in spite of war-time limitations 
the stores are still doing a pretty good job of 
making women- beautiful to make men inter- 
ested.

COTCUnit 

Everyone knows the aim of the 
COTC, its organization, its teach- 
ing in general. Students belong to 
it and students hear about it. 

The COTC quarters for the U. of 
M. are situated on the south side 
of Sherbrooke Strèet, between St. 
Hubert and St. Denis Streets, ^hey 
consist of two buildings, the first 
of which Is a grey, three storey 
house of French style and annexed 
to it in the rear is a red brick 
building more spacious than the 
first.' 

The main house harbors the ad- 
ministration services. On the lelt, 
as we go in, Is the information 
booth, and on the right wc find 
Col. Mitchell's office, our Com- 
manding Officer. Going through a 
hall on tfie left we enter the offi- 
cers' quarters, with their mess and 
a reading room. On the second 
floor we have the non-commission- 
ed officers' mess and the office of 
R.SJVI. Lajoic and his assistants, 
C.S.M. Marion and Lederc. In these 
offices arc itept the company books, 
the roll-calls, and the administra- 
tive books of the company divi- 
slons. On the right is Capt. P. 
Mantha's office, the adjutant, where 
the files ot some two-thousand 
cadets are kept, and adjoining this 
room we find thé reports and tho 
pay-master's office. Opposite this 
we have a room with summaries, 
duplicates and typewriters. 

On the third floor, where the old 
quarters of the U.A.S. were, we. 



now have an amphitheatre furnish- 
ed with benches. It can hold 150 
men. Here the educational films are 
shown, and courses on topography 
are also given. 

The annex is much larger and 
the cadets enter it by the west gate. 
Going immediately to the third 
floor we find the drill-hall. The 
five permanent instructors have 
their offices on the second floor. 
Maj. Favreau is the chief instructor 
and the librarian is Capt. Bcau- 
chainp.iThe last office is the mi- 
litary library. The rest of the floor 
Is divided into two sections, the 
lecture hall and the headquarters. 
Capt. Dansèreau is in charge of the 
latter, which comprises the head- 
quarters proper and .the anriory. 

On the ground floor are installed 
the swimming pool, the showers 
and the canteen, which Is both a 
recreational and relaxation centre 
for the break-offs. Tho shooting 
gallery and various store rooms are 
in the basement. 

This past week two special items 
drew people's attention to our 
COTC unit. Last Monday night a 
reception acconipanicd the first 
showing in Canada of the current 
Russian film, .^Rainbow*., Among the 
différent:' guesU^'were'^'Gem^^ Ré- 
naud frorii M.D. No. 4, and Colonel 
Zalotin, the Russian Military At- 
tache to Canada.

THE MCGILL STRING QUARTET 
The Mrlng quartet is too often 
associated with things of the past, 
as was proven last night, when the 
McGlll String Quartet offered one 
of the finest programs heard in 
Montreal this year. Selecting as 
their first number Haydn's String 
Quartet Opus 54, No. 1, the quartet 
brought out all those qualities for 
which this group was formed. The 
lyric grace of the Allegro on brio 
the sensitivity ot feeling expressed 
in particular by the first violin 
against a harmonious and carefully 
woven background in the second 
movement, the excellent blending 
of all the instruments In the third, 
and the firm sure strokes of the 
presto illustrated the beauty of ex- 
pression to he found only in a 
small string group. 

Throughout the program a feel- 
ing of real appreciation of the deli- 
cate shadings. of musical interpre- 
tation pervaded, and even the 
strong emotional trends to be found 
in the Oradon del Torero by 
Joaquin Turina, were beautifully 
and descriptively performed. This 
modern composition, with Its vary- 
ing tempos and harmonious dis- 
cords, was played with understand- 
ing and sympathy, without the 
dramatic flourishes so often em- 
phasized In modern works.

The National Collegiate Athletic 
Association today concluded a two- 
day wartime meeting devoted al- 
most exclusively to the role of 
athletics in tlie Nation's post-war 
educational program and the annual 
election ot officers. 

À parade of speakers. Including 
high-ranking military leaders, told 
delegates to the three-way meeting 
of tlie N. C. A. A., Physical Educa- 
tion Directors Association and Foot- 
ball Coaches Association, that ath- 
letics must , smooth the way for the 
return to peace-time living ot war 
veterans. 

HONOR GRIFFTTH 

Meanwhile, the football coaches' 
annual A. A. Memorial Award was 
presented to the late John J. Grif- 
fith, who died recently just after be 
had been re-elected commissioner 
ot Big Ten athletics. The award was 
for the "outstanding contribution" 
to athletics In 1044. 

It marked the cecond consecutive 
year the award has been given post- 
humously. Last year it' was award- 
ed to Walter, Okcson,, of ..Lehigh 
University, many years chaimiin 0^

Major William P. Ashbrook, chief

He has also included 
in his travels China and the United 
States. ° He has' a reputation for 
being constantly thrown out of 
American universities due to his 
ethlcfl and ' political opinions. At 
present he is lecturing at Cam' 
bridge. 

W^crefs Russell reputed heredity 
influence,' he- . -has. . neyertheless 
shown a marked relationship to his 
father who wished that he might 
be brought up as an agnostic and 
his grandfather, John Stuart Mill. 
Much of his philosophy is the result 
of his family background. 
; Bertrand RusseU'sJauin motive 
in phisosophy is the Justification of 
science and his fundamental prin 
ciple is Occam's razor. His method 
is the analysis of construction. In 
his belief that all things may be re 
dueed to bundles of qualities he 
becan^e involved in a controversy 
with Einstein. The main theme of 
"Principium Mathematica" is his 
linguistic economy' which consists 
of five words— if, it. Is, not, and 
all. With these five words he claims 
to be able to define every concept 
in the universe. 

He presents two theories for ac 
quiring knowledge— knowledge by 
acquaintance and knowledge by 
description. ' Russell is a sincere 
loglcist who believes that by infer 
ence we can arrive at the ultimate 
truth. He has rejected the Intuition 
al and Formulistic, schools of 
thought for the realistic atiitude. 
However his views have been con- 
tinuously changing. 

As a neutral monist he believes 
that matter and mind are one, that 
the world is made up of one kind 
ot substance and that the only dif- 
ference in this neutral stuff is 
structural. A penny was used as 
an example to prove his point. 

.His political ideas .tend toward 
socialism although he holds that 
individuaUsm is an essential in i 
well-balanced stale. He recora 
mends, therefore, a combination of 
socialism and democracy. Russell 
is an upholder of beauty for beauty's 
sake. Thus his educational pro- 
gram Is opposed to practical and 
utilitarian ends.
